1878 DISCLOSED 


Coon Hollow Register Holds 
Name Of Markham, Tells Of 
Work By Pupils 


“You wrote on my slate, ‘I love you, 
Joe,’ when we were a couple of kids.” 

That was a long time ago, but it 
happened in almost every school and 
probably happened at Coon Hollow 
School, whose registers for 1878 to 
1882, and for 1893 to 1895 we have for 
review this week. 

They came to our care from Mrs. | 
William Liddicoet. 

Glancing down the register for 
April of 1878, we see the names of the | 
Alderson boys and girls, Hannah, Ella, 
George, John and Edmund. 

We note the name of Charles Marsh } 
and of William Albricht, Edward, 
Secombe, Fred Owen, Stephen, Abbie | 
and Susie Bliss and Alec Forni among 
others. There were 22 boys and 16 girls | 
in the class. In August of the same 
year William Albricht’s name appears 
as Albright. 

Annie Alderson, teacher, relinquish- 
ed the post sometime late in November | 
of 1879 and the new teacher was Susie | 
Gilmore, and the name of William Up- 
ton is listed among the pupils as of 
January 6, 1879.

YOUR GOOD HEALTH 


Dr. Chrisman Suggests High School Student Wait 2 
Year Before Entering College 


By CLAUD NORTH CHRISMAN, M.D. 


ODAY we are hearing the first 
hints of disability and inade- 
quate health preparation from the 
hundreds of thousands of young- 
sters we turned loose this fall upon 
college cam- 
_" buses. A huge 
proportion of 
these students 
came directly 
from our high 
schools. 

This in the 
professional 
mind is usually 
amistake.I 
s4 take comfort in 
the fact that in 

wenty - five 
years I have 
never sent a 
child of my own 
directly from 
our local school surroundings. In 
every case, there was a year of 
holding down some sort of job or 
of post-graduate work of limited 
hours in the regular high school 
with the child continuing to live 
at home, 


“But,” you say, “we can’t wait! 


We must get our children through 
school!” 


Well, life is just one thing after 
another, anyway, and there is no 
guarantee that the process of go- 
ing to school is sure to provide a 
place for the pupil after he gets 
out. Understand, I believe in edu- 
cation to the limit, but that limit 
is not time — nor is it always 
money. But more often than we 
think or are willing to acknowl- 
edge, it is health. 

There are several definite fac- 
tors which must be recognized in 
maintaining a satisfactory health 
program through the school years. 
I think I should make the first 
check on nerves. I have a long list 
of those who “cracked” during the 
senior year in high school. If your

child belonged in such a list, you 
probably know all the reasons. 

College life means an entire 
change in regime without the 
supervision and _ regulation of | 
home authority (if I may use that 
word). There is the strain of regu- 
lating one’s life on a new scale and 
the countless competitions in class 
and social circles. None of our 
youngsters want to ‘‘miss any- 
thing’ and there is little limit 
placed upon the things attempted 
and the hours required to accom- 
plish them. 

Probably the competition is 
keener than they are used to, and 
ocasionally there is a student who 
cared enough for his home to 
suffer from homesickness. If you 
never had this ailment, you do not 
know what a real illness it can be. | 

I hold, then, that a year of 
some sort of employment does 
wonders in making some of the 
adjustments that are so perplexing 
and nerve - wracking to the new 
college student. . 

To say that a year of practical 
experience adds immeasurably to 
one’s capacity for using the ad- 
vantages of advanced study takes 
us into another field but the 
health aspect is still prominent. 

The opportunity of touching 
other phases of life gives a mental 
stability that means added nerve 
poise. Many a student worries 
himself into failure because he is 
too inexperienced to keep from 
worrying. This is especially true in 
athletics. 

Some of this worry begins over 
some such ambition as never to be 
late or tardy. Punctuality is a vir- 
tue but like many virtues can be 
overdone. One child in our rela- 
tionship was everlastingly in tears | 
for fear some record or another 
might be broken. Worry is devas- } 
tating and its control should be 
made a major project in every 
educational career.
